sample selected from the group consisting of blood, serum, plasma and cerebral spinal fluid 
from a subject, 

comparing the level of anti-Afi4 7 antibody in the biological sample from the subject to 
a normal level determined from the level of anti-Ali g antibody in a biological sample from a 
population of age-matched normal subjects who do not show any symptoms of Alzheimer's 

-Disease -wherein a-lower4evel-in-the biological-sample-from the subjectjndicatesjhe risk

determining comparing a level of anti-B-amyloid-42 (A642) antibody in a biological 
sample selected from the group consisting of blood, serum, plasma and cerebral spinal fluid 
from a subject, wherein the subject does not exhibit symptoms of cognitive dysfunction or 
memory dysfunction, 

comparing a level of anti-A6 42 antibody in a biological sample, wherein th e subj e ct 
do e s not e xhibit symptoms of cognitiv e dysfunction or memory dysfunction from a subj e ct to 
a normal level determined from the level of anti-Afk ? antibody in a biological sample from a 
population consisting of age-matched normal subjects who do not show any symptoms of 
associated with Alzheimer's Disease , wherein a lower level in the biological sample from the 
subject indicates the risk pr e senc e of Alzheimer's Disease.
